Washington, November 21.—The United 
States supreme court today, it the case of; 


Charles Ki. Cooke, appellant, from the de- 
cision of the United Sthtes court for the 
eastern district of Wisconsin, rendered an 
eee ars decision as to the, power of 
United States courts to interfere in state 
offenses. Cooke Was charged with the viola- 
tion of a statute of Wisconsin by receiving 
a. deposit, knowing his bank was insolvent. 
When the deposit was received by Cashier 
Cooke’s bank, Cooke was in the state of 
Wisconsin, but took a train for —eenae be- 
fore the deposit was actually enter up. 
He was arrested in icago ON &, requisi- 
tion issued by the governor of Wisconsin, 
and'a writ of habeas corpus was sued out 
in the state court, but the court: rged 
the writ and delivered the prisoner.to an 
agent of the state of Wisconsin, to be taken 
back for trial. Pending his trial he made 
application to the circuit court of the United 
States, claiming that he was not a tive 
from justice, within the meaning of the 
constitution and laws of the United States. 
The United- States court dismissed this writ 


and an appeal was taken to the supreme.

There is not a 
particle of uncertainty as te the part the 
people expect the democrats to play. We 
think, therefore, that the tentative pro- 
gramme should be laid aside. The party 
should proceed to carry out its pledges 
boldly and confidently.

gration. :

The resolution following was unani- 
mously adopted and a special committee 
consisting of Messrs. A. B. Carrier, A. 
R. Bryan and W. C. Warner was author- 
ized to prepare a suitable bill with the 
on oe of cg on county’s representa- 

ves and urge its passage by the state 
legislature . 


The Resolution Adopted 


Begins with a preamble citing the object of 
the society as being “to develop the vast 
natural wealth and resources of the south 
and encourage new industries and enter- 
prises, Wuich object can be most e1ect- 
ually attained by increasing the population 
by -witucing desirable persons to make their 
homes within her borders. It is then resolv- 
ed that a direct effort be made by the so- 
ciety to have the state establish ¢ bureau 
of immigration to set forth the advantages 
of the state and advises an advisory board 
whose memvers shall serve without pay. It 
recommends an appropriation o1 $5,000, of 
which $1,500 is to go for the salary of a 
secretary, the balance to be used in pre- 
paring and disseminating information of 
value to the state. 


STATE BOARD UF HEALTH. 


Savannah’s Health Officer Says the Pending 
Bill Is Tow Expensive. 


Dr. W. F. Brunner, health officer of Sa- 
vannah, is in the city on his way to the 
City o. Mexico where the American Asso- 
ciauon of Health meets next week. Dr. 
Brunner says tuat sentiment in his city 
among the physicians and the health au- 
thoriues is aguinst the bill recently intro- 
duced in the legislature to create a state 
board of health. A board is desired, but 
not on the lines of this bill exactly. The 
measure which is pending follows Fiorida’s 
law, Dr. Brunner says. 

“Savannah is more deeply interested in 
a law of this nature than any other city 
in the state, he remarked. “VUur com- 
merce is 75 per cent of the commerce of 
the state. We have very strict quarantine 
regulations at our port. We would wish 
to be in perfect accord with the state au- 
thorities, and we hope that whatever leg- 
islation is passed will be considerate of 
that. Our city sanitary board has examin- 
ed this bill and we think that it is too cost- 
ly a device py far. Savannah has the best 
quarantine station on the south Atlantio 
coast. Indeed, it is surpassed by only New 
York and New Orleans of all the cities in 
this country.”’ :

Shortly after the opening it was reported here that the 
receipts at Norfolk would be about 11,000 bales, which 
would have been excessively heavy and caused a de- 
cline of about 5@6 points. Subsequently, when it 
transpired that they were only about 3,300 bales, the 
market again became very firm and held steady 
throughout the balance of the day, closing slightly 
easier on some disposition to realize. There has, in 
fact, been considerable long cotton sold today which, 
however was well absorbed owing to the strength of 
the southern markets. Europe has been no factor in 
today’s trading, and‘we believe that business here has 
been but moderate. In fact, fluctuations today have 
been much less violent than was generally expected, 
and the trading that was done no doubt was more in 
the nature of closing old business than engaging in 
new. The receipts continue moderate. Tomorrow 
they are estimated at 62,000 bales. Allin all, the posi- 
tion does not show any weakess whatsoever. We may 
have some sharp declines brought about by realizing 
purchases, but we believe that such a decliae, if it does 
come, will only be temporary. On Saturday last it was 
rumored that Neill would today reduce his estimate to 
6,500,000 bales, but we have not heard anything in con- 
nection with this matter today, and undoubtedly such 
an estimate has not been made.

I charge 
distinctly that he went with the committee 
to the Dade mines seeking notoriety, and 
that he went tig age and with his mind 
made up to make an adverse report no matter 
what the facts might be. The ieader of his 
political party in the presence of others be 
fore he started to the mines instructed him to 
make an adverse report. This is capable of 
prone. If he denies it I will prove it. On 
is way to the mines he told a member of 
the committee that he intended to go intc 
the camps and talk to the convicts and not 
be known to any one as a member of the 
committee, and he intended to hear what the 
risoners had to say and form his judgment. 
Tn a word, to take the satements of con- 
victs, felons, murderers, burglars, rapists, 
forgerers, tifieves nd ®&ther discredited 
criminals and believe them in preference to 
honest men and base his report upon that 
instead of what was the truth. In a word, 
he did not intend to hear the truth. Now, it 
was necessary for him to obey his party 
leader’s orders, and no matter what he found 
to make an adverse report. 

He went with the committee to the mines. 
He did not go into the mines at all, as I am 
informed..by members of the committee, and 
he sought to have personal conferences with 
coavicts without his vane, known as a mem: 
ber of the committee to the guards or to the 
officials, and when he had a controversy with 
one of the guards he was proven before the 
whole committee to have been guilty of de 
liberate falsehood and .finally driven to the 
point he confessed that he was mistaken. 

If the public will.read his card carefully 
it will see that he makes but three important 
statements, and but two of these of his own 
knowledge. 

1. He says: ‘We, the committee, examined 
very carefully the condition of things here. 
On entering everything presented apparently 
a fine appearance considering where prisoners 
are generally kept.”” Later on he says: ‘The 
contractors and guards follow the committee 
all through the camps so as to know what 
each poor sufferer has to say, and the con- 
victs are afraid to give us all.the facts for 
fear of cruel treatment after the committee 
has gone.” 

Now, by way of digression I will say that 
the words “poor sufferer’? are good (7). A 
murderer, a_burglarer, a thief, a rapist or 
other criminal is sentenced by a 

the penitentiary as a punishment for his 
crimes. Styles calls the poor innocents ‘poor 
sufferers.’’ 

His first statement of facts is the truth. 
Everything was found in good condition 

With reference to the last statement of 
fact I wish to say that as president of the 
company I was invited by the chairman of 
the senate committee and members thereof 
to go to the mines, and while there I did 
everything I could and instructed our offi- 
cials to do everything they could, to put 
everything open, fully open for the inspection 
of the mines. We had nothing to conceal. 
I, myself, when the committee started in the 
mines took with me the general manager ot 
the mene: tye A the superintendent of the con- 
victs and went off to inspect a new railway 
and I put the committee in charge of the 
superintendent of the mining department to 
carry him through the mines, and most of 
them did go a mile and a quarter ufder the 
earth, where it Was necessary for them to 
go in order to see how coal is dug, and how 
convicts, and also free and honest men “ig 
coal, as coal is not found on top of the 
ground, as Styles seems, by his article, to 
think. If we ‘had tprned the committee loose 
under the earth, as we have about twelve 
miles of openings, entries and rooms, they 
would have been utterly lost. I heard no com- 
plaint from auy member of the committee 
for this efficient guide being furnished tc 
them. I am informed, as I have stated, that 
Styles did not go under the ground, and 
therefore cannot possibly. know anything about 
the condition there. 

Styles then makes grave charges as to how 
convicts are treated. He says that the con- 
victs have no pure air to breathe; that they 
are crippled by slate falling on them, and 
that water trickles on them and various stuff 
of that kind. The last official report sent me 
shows that we have 594 convicts at the Dade 
mines and only five in the hospital, and two 
of these chronic cases. It seems strange that 
trickling water, foul air and styff of that kind 
that Styles speaks of should be so healthy. 

He bases his information upon the statement 
of a convict. I quote from his card: “This 
immediate information was given me by a 
white prisoner, who said that he knew they 
would give him hell when we left, but he 
did not care if they did. for he would rathe? 
be dead and in hell than be there, for it 
could be no worse.’ This white convict is 
well known in this gtate, and I would call 
his name were it not for the fact that he 
would be severely punished for having given 
me this. information.” In a word, Styles, a 
member of the penitentiary committee, in one 
sense a judge, sent by the house to investt. 
gate, does not wish to investigate, but wishes 
in obedience to the instruction of his party 
leader before leaving Atlanta to make an 
adverse report and to make this adverse re. 
port he takes the statement of a white con- 
vict well known in this state in preference tc 
a personal examination under the ground and 
the statements of honest men; a convict who. 
om account of his infamous villanies, has 
more than a county reputation, but whose 
crimes are known all over the state, and he 
takes that as evidence on which to obey the 
ge << ag tog 4 leader.

Pensions for Widows and Soldiers the 
Kosorbing, Thome, 


THE SOLDIERS’ HOME — BILL. 


Mr, Sears, of Webster, and His Mammoth 
Pension Bill—All Kinds of Legisla- 
tive Rumor and Gossip. 


This seems to be pension week with the 
Georgia lawmakers. : 

The bill for the acceptance of the Soldiers’ 
Home will come up tomorrow as the spe- 
cial order of the day in the house. 

The fight over this bill—and if signs count 
for aught it will be a furious fight—is al- 
ready on, and the friends of the bill are 
hard at work to ward off the efforts of the 


opposition. Strange as it may seem, 10 
the face of the overwhelming public senti- 
ment in favor of the bill, there is a strong 
opposition rising up in the house to defeat 
the measure. This, too, despite the fact 
that the home is now offered free from all 
binding obligations and conditions—simply 
as a gracious gift to the state for the com- 
fort and protection of the old vets in their 
waning years. 

It was not surprising in view of the op- 

osition to the home yesterday when a 
bill was sent to the clerk’s desk by Sears, 
of Webster, looking to a change in the con- 
stitution of the state, and providing for a 
mammoth pension law. The bill goes on 
to aimgw pensions liberally to all disabled 
confederate veterans and provides for an 
extravagant pension list which several prom- 
inent members of the house say will add at 
least $2UU,000 or $300,000 to the already 
heavy pension lst. 

The purpose of the bill is set forth in 
brief in the following few clauses: 

To supply the soldiers who lost a limb or 
limbs in the military service of the con: 
federate states with substantial artificial 
limbs during life and to make suitable pro 
visious for such confederate soldiers as may 
have otherwise been disabled or permanently 
injured in such service or who by reason ot 
age or infirmity are unable to support them. 
selves, and for the widows of such con- 
federate soidiers as may have died in the 
service of the confederate states or since 
from wounds received therein or disases con: 
tracted therein. 

‘‘Yne change of the constitution consists 
in adding to the pension list all confederate 
soldiers who may not be injured or maimed 
but who are in needy circumstances and by 
reason of old age and feebleness cannot 
earn a living. 

It is claimed by the friends of the bill to 
accept the Soldiers’ Home that this is sim- 
ply a stab at the home bill and that it is 
intended to sidetrack the home issue by at- 
tempting to prove that those who oppose 
the acceptance do not manifest opposition to 
the pensioning of the old soldiers. 

There was a good deal of talk over the bill 
yesterday. Mr. Sears says it is intended 
simply to give the people of Georgia a 
chance to speak out their sentiments at the 
ballot box as to whether they are in favor 
of the pensioning of these old soldiers or not. 
“It is claimed,” said. he, “that our consti- 
tution makes unjust discrimination as to 
our system of dealing out pensions and I 
propose to correct this evil.” 

An invitation has been delivered to the 
general assembly from Colonel W. L. Cal- 
houn to visit the home today at 3 o’clock and 
the members will take the cars that will be 
waiting for them at that hour and spend 
the afternoon out there. 

Fulton County's Commissioners. 


And, now with the senate’s concurance 
and the governor’s signature, Fuiton coun- 
ty will have her county commissioners 
elected by the people at the pools instead 
of appointed A the grand jury. 

A bill by Mr, Ed Martin to repeal the 
act allowing grand juries this right has 
already passed, and yesterday the house 
passed the other bill he introduced follow- 
ing up this act. 

It is a bill to provide for the election of 
the commissoners of Fulton county by the 
—— and sets forth the time and place for 

olding the election. 

The bill, in compliance with the demands 
of the people of Fulton, and the fulfillment 
of the issue and pledges of Fulton’s rep- 
resentatives jn their campaign provides for 
an immediate change. It stipulates that 
the first election shall be held on the first 
Wednesday of January, 1893, at which 
time the terms of two members of the com- 
mission expire. These vacancies to occur, 
it will be remembered, have already been 
filled, Messrs. Collier and Neal having been 
named by the last grand jury as the men 
for the place. But, this law will be in 
force before those vacancies occur and, 
hence, the provision is made for a popu- 
Jar election to fill them. Thus the grand 
jury appointments will not hold good. 

The b.ll goes further and states that the 
next electiom shall be held in the fall of 

895. It provides that there shall be one 
member at least elected from the county 
and the ballot shall bear the words “For 
commissioner from the county.” _. 

Martin has fulfilled the demands 
of his constituents and is roundly praised 
for the speedy and energetic work he has 
lone in.securing the passage of the bill 
in the house. 

It will pass the senate safely. 


BANKERS BEFORE THE COMMITTEE. 


They Talk*on the General Banking Law. 
Mr. Calvin Is Interviewed. 


A committee representing the bankers of 
the state appeared before the banking com- 
mittee of the legislature yesterday and made 
arguments against the passage at this time 
of the genera] banking law proposed. 

Tbe state banking association was re- 
presented by O. B. Lane. of Savannah, L. 
P. Hillyer, oif Macon,secretary, and John B. 
Davis, of Albany. These gentlemen thought 
that the legislature should go slow in en- 
acting new banking laws. They want to 
wait and see what congress will do. They 
stated as their opinion that the new ad- 
ministration will be conservative and they 
were afraid that they might get too far 
ahead of the national legislation if something 


is passed now.

“Your hope is, therefore, that this will

“Yes; that is one of the objects had in 
view in ordering the bill printed—members 
and persons interested can read it and sug- 
gest remedies for the defects which will 
present themselves here and there. I have 
devoted considerable time to a study of the 
question, and I am still diligently pursu- 
ing it. pes 

“TI see no necessity at this time for delay- 
fig action on the measure till next summer 
or till congfess shall act. We have lived to 
very little purpose, the quarter of a cen- 
tury past, if we cannot in a week or two 
erfect a banking act which will meet all 
the wants of the people and have it ready 
to go into effect within thirty or sixty days 
after the repeal of the 10 per cent tax. It 
Can @ no harm to have such an act on the 
statute books. 

Not Premature. 

“Some one may suggest that such action 
would be premature. J do not think so. A 
few days ago I was in the state library 
studying the laws of the states and gather- 
ing material for the bill in question, when 
the Hon. Henry G. Turner, the distinguish- 


district, walked in. A friend mentioned the 
work I was engaged in. Unless my memory 
is at fault, he said the idea was a good one; 
that if Georgia should enact a wise law on 
the .subject—an act that would guarantee 
absolutely the circulating notes and pro- 
tect depositors (our general banking law 
does this),—sueh an act would wondrously 
aid the early repeal of the 10 per cent tax, 
I am glad to know that the State Bankers 
Association has appointed what is known 
as a ‘legislative committee.’ These gentle- 
men, experienced in the business of bank- 
ing, will render us valuable aid in perfect- 
ing the pending bill. In a multitude of coun- 
sel there is wisdom. I admit we must pro- 
ceed cautiously, but it oft-times happens that 
men lose golden opportunities by being too 
cautious. The happy mean is the safer 
ground.” 


The Senate. 

President Clay reegipie-ote in bon ee 
esterday, a bill to authorize e m 
aad phones council to issue $250,000 of 
new bonds for the purpose of completeing 
the waterworks. This bill was presented 
by request of the council, in which body 
is has been fully discussed. The bill also 
authorizes the city to exercise police and 
sanitary ®ntrol over the watershed which 
drains into the Chattahoochee above the 
watervéorks. The measure was referred 
to the committee on corporations. 

Senator Smith, of the fifteenth district, 
presented the report of the committee on 
the Deaf and Dumb institution. He re- 
ported that the joint committee visited the 
school and found it in good general con- 
dition. It has been well managed, the com- 
mittee praised and the superintendent is 
complimented. Considerable improvement si 
needed and an dditional appropriation of 
$5,500 was recommended. Last year there 
was a deficiency of $1,896. This was a 
necessary expense and the committee re- 
commended that it shuuld be included in 
this year’s apropriation 

The house bill to repeal the law providing 
for the election of county commissioners 
otherwise than. by popular vote was passed. 

Senator Hatcher introduced a bill to 
amend section 3149 of the code and Sena- 
tor Robinson introduced one te amend sec- 
tion 3406 of the code. “ 

The senate adjourned until 10 e’clock this 
morning.

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Styles, of Liberty, Had a -Gun Pointed 
in His Face, 


THE @UARD MEANT TO SHOOT 


The Colored Representative Wanted to 
Chat with «a Convict, but the Guard 
Did Not Know Who He Was. 


Styles, the negro member from liberty, 
had a narrow escape from being shot 
while on the trip last week with the 
penitentiary committee, according to the 
statement of one of the representatives. 

It seems that Styles was walking slow- 
ly behind the committee for the purpose | 
of getting a quiet chat with some of the 
convicts. Tlie rest of the party got ahead 
of him quite a distance. He stopped to 


chat with a prisoner. A guard who did 


not see him enter the mines with the 


other legislators thought that Styles was 


trying to have a secret conversation for 
the purpose of slipping him a weapon, ' 
or aiding him to escape. 

The guard approached Styles and asked 
him his business. Styles told the guard 
to go off as he wanted to chat with the 
convict. The guard was not used to any- 
thing of that kind, and he ordered the 
representative to move on. Styles said 
that he was a member of the committee, 
and added that he meant what he said 
when he told the guard to step off out of 
hearing. The guard replied that he did 
not care whether Styles was a member 
of the legislature or not. “I am here to 


watch these prisoners; you can’t get out 


of my sight,” he said. More words fol- 
lowed and the guard raised his gun and 
ordered Styles to move on in a hurry. 
Styles saw that it was move on or get 
shot and he lost no time in getting away. 
He caught up with the rest of the com- 


mittee and complained. The committee 


went back and found that Styles was at 


fault. 


This is supposed to be the cause of the 
address which Styles wrote on vhe con- 
vict system, criticising it so sharply. 

The penitentiary authorities would not 
discuss it yesterday. They said that they 
were willing to abide by the report of 
the committee. 

One of the committee said that the con- 
victs were as well taken care of as thcy 
could be under the law. They have plen- 
ty of clothing. They have more than they 
can eat, and throw away every day quan- 
tities of food. They do not get cake and 
pie but of plain food there is an abun-

CHICAGO 1S WAITING FOR THEM: 


Major Moses Handy Telegraphs That the 
Commissioners Will Be on the 
Lookout for the Visitors. 


Governor Northen and the legislative com- 
mittee will get away at 1:30 o'clock tomor-) 
row afternoon for Chicago. 

Colonel B. W. Wrenn, general passenger 
agent for the East Tennessee was busy 
yesterday arranging the details for the 
trip. He is going along and has secured 
two sleeping cars for the party which will 
number about thirty-five or forty. 

Speaker Atkinson named twenty from the 


} house and President Clay will probably 


name ten from the senate this morning. 
Foreseeing that this will be a delightful 
trip there are nearly 219 members of the 
assembly who are willing to take it 

As the invitation extended by the East 
Tennessee, specified from fifteen to twenty- 
five, thirty is about as many as can well 
be appointed. Then there will be from five 
to ten newspaper correspondents and they 
will be genuine representatives of their 
papers for Colonel Wrenn has explained 
that it is a business trip and that no sub- 
stitutes need apply this time. 

The schedule will put the party in Chatta- 
nooga tomorrow night, Cincinnati Thurs- 
day morning and after a daylight ride 
through Ohio, Indiana and Illinois, over the 
Monon road, Chicago will be reached in 
time for supper... 

That the visitors from Georgia will be 
taken care. of goes without further saying 
when it is mentioned that Colonel Wrenn 
received a telegram yesterday from Ma- 
jor Moses P. Handy, head of the world’s 
fair literary bureau, saying that he would 
notify all concerned of the delegation’s 
coming and do al! he can for the party. 

Major Handy is a veteran newspaper 
man. He will map out the programme for 
the Georgians. 

Friday will be spent in the world’s fair 
grounds of which comprise 700 acres. Near- 
ly one-fourth of this is under roof. Over 
150 acres are covered wth roof. One 
building, that of manufactures and liberal 
arts, covers thirty-five acres and cost $1,- 
costing $1,200,- 
000, covers sixteen acres. In one day it 
will be only a bird’s eye view but that will 
be enough to impress thé visitors with the 
magnitude of the exposition. 

The mere preparations for the trip have 
awakened a new interest in the fair here in 
Georgia and the visit itself will bring the 
question right home to the people of the 
state. Colonel Wrenn remarked yesterday 
that he attributes the apathy in Georgia 
largely to the failure of the people to grasp 
the immensity of the fair, and failure to 
realize that if she neglects to be represented 
there, she will be set down as an unenterpris- 
ing state. When the fair was dedicated 
last month, a delegation was present from 
every state except Georgia. Carriages were 
furnished for Georgia’s delegation but none 
appeared and a part of the Ohio delegation 
tore the placards off the carriages and rode 
away in thém. As previously explained, 
Colonel Wrenn’s idea in getting up this 
trip is to show a prominent committee from 
the general assembly what the exposition is 
going to be, so that a general interest may 
be stirred up all over the state. The lum- 
bermen, the marblemen and the railroads 
are anxious to get up exhibits which will 
properly illustrate the state. But Georgia 
has such a wide range of natural resources 
that her display should be as elaborate as 
any there. Georgia’s marble, timb@, sea- 
island cotton, naval stores and general 
agricultural exhibits can be made the finest 
at the exposition and Georgia’s fruit and 
végitable products creditably illustrated at 
the fair, would attract the attention of the 
people of the northwest quicker than any- 
thing else. 

Colonel Wrenn says that if the Georgia 
delegation after seeing the fair, is not unani- 
mously alive to the importance of having 
the state represented there, he will surren- 
der.
